THEE Late Frer.—At the investigation zv- |
ing on before a committee of the Hydraulion
Steam Fire Company. relative to the cause and
management of the fire, by which the ‘umrkc!
building was destroyed, among the witnesses
examined on Tuesday night were Messes, Rich-
ard Purcell J. M. Steuart, Uhiler, MeLean, Raw-

say, Kilgour. Young and Bull
Mr. Pureell testitied that he was the first one
at the Columbia Engine House; alter sowe de-
lay went with the engine to corner of Prince
and Royal streets, aceording to orders, and
made attachment to five plug there: tound plug
<erewed down tight: started engine but found
that there was no water, and that pump would
not feed as fast as engine required; was inform-
ed from fire that engine was doing nothing; re-
plied could not help it: had no water; found
water going out of boiler; ordered fire to be
drawn; had orders to move to corner of Came-
ron and Fairfux streets; afterdisconnecting sue-
tion pipe from plug, was informed that there
was more water: suction pipe again attached to
plug. and think it was about ten minutes in
getting water from second to third guage: then
again cut loose and the horses not being there,
engine was pulled by hand to the plug at the
Sun engine house, but upon reaching there
tound that one of the hand cowpanies had the
plug, and it was not given up for sowe time,
tinally got the plug and went to work, but after
working for about fifteen minutes found had no
water; could not foree water on Lodge room
without getting a ladder and going up on the
building between the Lodee and Sun engine
house: suddenly the water eame, and with ~uch
toree that it nearly threw the pipeman from
the ladder. 1t Las been =aid that Columbia
wasted water: she did at Sun engine plug. but
when there had all the water we wanted 1o do
any ordinury fire duty, even with the waste at
one of the gates; that waste was caused by a
swall gpring which had become warm. and
which was fixed afterwards. )
Capt. J. M. Steuart testified that he assisted
Mr. Young. Enginecer of Hydraulion. in mak-
ing conneeticn with plug at corner of King and
Yoyul streets; do not think it was more than
five minutes before enzine was at work: a
very light streawr was being thrown from the
pipe; then started for ook and Ladder Cow-
vany and assisted in plweins ladder on Brill &
each's house, in the lower part o which wus
the hose; went into the alley und upon return-
ing found that the caves of the Market House
were on fire; artompted to cxchange a short
ladder at the Market House for alons one at
Brill's. but finding the hose full of water and
pressing heavily on the ladder, had to abandon
the attempt; then went on the ladder and re-
quested the pipemen to throw water on the
Market Honse; was informed next day by a
pipeman that the nozel was too large und he
was unable to throw water ou the Market
House: ut the timne Dyill's house fell in hose
was through the second story window of
(ogan's house and at that time steeple of Mar-
ket House was on fire: stream frowm pipe of
Columbiz was only thrown & distance of abont
two feet. and pipeman remarked that he eonld
Jdo no better as there was no water, sugeested
the woving of Columbia tu unother plug on-
gine was woved to corner of Caweron and
Fairfax streets, |

bur threw water only a short
distance; after the lapse of twenty minutes or
half an hour there was un abundance of' water;
after steeple was hurned suggested that the
{;roperty on Royal street and houses in alley
1ad better be suved and prevent spread of five.
-.\e§t morping said to Mr. Power. jocoscly.
“Why do you stop the water off at night”"
his reply was, “the water is never turned off:"
then 1 remarked. *“*when the courier went to
the reservoir we had an abundance of water.”
and I understood him to suy. “*no courier camne
there.”

Geo. Ulder testitiod  that Columbin engine
could not throw water froin Royal street plog.
and after change of position to Sun plug. conld
not throw water on market house.

M. McLean testified that water could nut be
thrown on the roof of Brill & Beach's, ulthough
on 2 shed with the hose; Sun engine wus try-
ing to throw water frow its plug; it was fifteen
or twenty wiuutes after Columbia took that
plug before water eame: lose were straight
nozfe used was 1} inches. same as used day of
trial of engine.

AT f{amsa_\' corroborated Mr. Melean's
statemeat as @ not being able to throw warter
on the roof of the house of Messrs, Brill &
Beach: engineer of (‘'olumbia, in explanation,
stated that there was no water; requested hy
Mr. Latham and Chief Engincer Kell to go to
regervoir; ecmplied. waked up and told the
Superintendent to put on a full head of water
and work the pumps; from plug at corner of
Prince and Royal streets could only throw u
very small stream: when [ returned from the
reservoir there was a full head of water on.

Wm. Kilgour, President of Columbia cow-
pany, testified as to the location of engine on
the corner of Royal and Prince streets, {rom
which it was throwing a very licht stream on
account of scareity of water.  Mr. Young in re-
ply to an inquiry, stated that it was impossible
to throw water when it could not be had.
Mr. Latham informed witness that @ messen-
ger had been sent out to Water Works and in
a short time atterwards there was an abun-
dapce of water.

Joseph H. Youny testified that IHydraulion
had up steam in five minutes: Chief’ Engincer
had two liges of' hose put on, but found could
not get water for both streaws; asked for § noz-
el, but could not get ours off; was told to cut
off one line; refused 2o obey every bady. md
by orders from communder cut off one line of
hose; had full supply of water all night and
did not observe any inerease, und with one
streamawith 4 inch vozel could have saved
the Market House: did not hear any person
say, “‘we are to get ten dollars apiece to sive
Cogan’s house:™ think [ told Messy=. Kilgour
and Smoot that I did not have enongh water
for two strezius.

M. D. Ball testifi +d as to the hose being all
straight and in good order. and a want ol a
sufficient supply of water tor the engines,

Without concluding the investization the
committee rose to meet again.to night. when it
will be concluded.
